Water Zoo Costing $270,000 Has Been 
Opened in London 

The finest aquarium in the world 
has been opened at the London Zoo. 

When one of the concrete “Mappin 
Mountains” (where the goats leap) 
turned into a voteano, visitors won 
dered what was happening. ff was 
simply an aquarium furnace starting 
work with its chimney cleverly con- 
eealed, for the new “Water Zoo” runs 
around the curve under the bears and

At first glimpse the aquarium 
gives one an impression of pure 
beauty. It Is like a Royal* Academy 


devoted to living seascapes.

During 
the days of Queen Elizabeth an earth 
tremor occurred in London, as a result 
of which part of St, Paul's and the 
Temple Church fell. ‘Two shocks . 
caused considerable alarm amongst 
the inhabitants of the metropolis in 
1760. Chimneys were thrown down 
and a few weeks later the ground 
shook and heaved like a quagmire, and 
great stones were seen to fat from 
the new spire of Westminster Abbey. 
Other disturbances occurred in Lon- 
don in 1756 and 1761. . The Eastern 
Counties tremor of 1884 was the worst 
‘of recent years. At Colchester, 
; where the disturbance was centred, a 
church steeple end many chimneys 
fell, and in neighboring villages many 
inhabitants were rendered homeless.
